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REMARKS 



The Examiner's continued attention to the present application is noted with appreciation. 

The Examiner rejected claims 15-19, 23. and 24 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Goldblum. The Examiner also rejected claims 20-22 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Goldblum in view of Fagrell. Withdrawn claims 1-14, as well as claims 15-24, have been canceled. 
New claims 25-40 have been added. Claims 25-40 require that the amplitude of the microwave radiation 
is modified at selected frequencies so that the resulting power spectrum is uniform with respect to 
frequency. Neither Goldblum, which is directed toward modifying the impedance or resonance of the 
chamber, nor any of the art cited disclose this limitation. 

In view of the above amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that all grounds of 
rejection and objection have been avoided and/or traversed. It is believed that the case is now in 
condition for allowance and same is respectfully requested.
